London, ,lnne lU.— ( I a. m.)— There is 
no eoulirmatiou of the reported destruc- 
tion of the lefe'iitions in I'ekiii and the 
killing of the German minister, Baroii 
^'on Kcteleri nor the later report of the 
righting betweoii the British and the 
Chinese. 

The despatches from .Shanghai dated 
lust evening state that Admiral Si-y- 
mour's force is in n tight place between 
Lang b'rang and Yung, with eiiofinous 
massi>s of soldiers in front, while Lliu 
Boxers, with more soldiery, are cutting 
the railway in the rear. The column i.s 
reported shoil of provisions and water. 
Kiaiig -N'mii arsi'iial, outsiile of Sliaiif;liai, 
is seiiiliiig vast quantities of iiiunUions 
north. 

.Ml is iiuict at Shangliai, but trade has 
been disrnpl e<l. It is st.itL'^1 that T.IKKJ 
-Viiiericans are coming from Manila, and 
that large forc-es of .lapanese art- also en 
route. The wires soiitb to Tien Tsin 
have bi'< n cut, and tlie city telegraphi- 
cally is isolated. 

.According to a special from Vienna, it 
Ls stated in diplomatic circles there lliat 
the inicstioii of iiitervelitioii is under dis- 
cussion by till' powei-s to re-establish 
order in IVkiu and elsewhere. This, it 
i.s said, emaiiiU(-d from ICnglaud, nnd is 
supported by Gennaii.v and Austria, but 
it is doulitftil if Uiissia and France •will 
agree t<i the iiropositioii. 

London. .Iiine IT. — The latest Chinese 
reports state that the Briti.'-'h nwriiies 
and iiailors fotight the tr<H>i)-' of Gen. 
(iting I''nh Siag's s^-veral hours, and 
many CJliiiU'Se were itilled. 

London, .Iiiiie 10. — .V six-cial desiiatcli 
from Sliang-hai, dated to-day, says it is 
reported that after the atiilieiice of Sir 
Cliuide .Maciloimld. the British minister 
to China, with the 'rsung Li Yiuiien, live 
foreign minister:! de,iiaiide<l a safe con- 
duct for servants and their jieople, noti- 
fying the Tsiing' Li Yajiieii that they 
coulil no longer maintain relations with 
the governnieiit. The answer was cer- 
tainly not what could be e.Npected in ii 
civiliziil country. This was followed by 
an increase of the for<-es around the 
gates, and, the next night, widespread 
iiicendiiirisin. This iiicciidiarisni, ac- 
(oriliiig to the special desiiatch from 
Shanghai. pn'vaile<l among tJie foreign 
resiliences. The massacre of native 
Cliristiaiis and otiu-r friends of the for- 
cijjiiefs was abo coiiiiiioii. Till' buildings 
of the .\inericaii missions, tlii> customs,, 
the mess ipiarters and a iHiiiilxa- of other 
struct tires were (lestroye<l. The guards 
alone saved foreigners, who, it is stated, 
huddleil in the legations, are very short 
of fo ul and desertiMl by native serv.iiits. 

Tli(> latest Chinesr reports slate that 
the ICnipress has ordered Liu Kuiig YHi, 
Chang Chi Tung and Li Hung Chang to 
hasten to I'ekin. They will probably 
liiKl an excuse for defliiiiug'. 

The latest edict against the rioters 
especially avoids inentioning the Boxers. 

Berlin and St. Petei-sbiirg despatches 
assert that llussia and (ierniany have 
coniliineil for common action in China, 
it is rei)orte<l that a high Kussinn per- 
soiiag-e is going ti> Berlin to arrange de- 
tails, and that Russia <1(h>k not wish to 
comproniise hoix^lessly her relations witJi 
(.^hina by a niiiture which would only lio 
to the disadvantage of tlie otJier powers. 

Despatches from Tieii Tsiii received 
ill Berlin state that the Bo.\ers entered 
I'ekin (HI tile evening of .lune 1,'i. de- 
stroyed several inissi<iiis jtiid attackeil 
the legiilioiii!, but wen- repulsiHl with the 
aid of .Maxims. Xo Kurop<'aiis were re- 
liorted killed. The attitude of tile Chi- 
nese trooiis tou'ards the lioxeis \ 
certain. 

Washington, .Tune 1."i.-~Tlie fc 
calilegniiii was reiciveil to-day 
.laiuiiiesc legation lieri' from the 
esc governiiiciit at Tnl;io: " Tin 
tioii ill .\ortli China is daily 
iiK.ri- serious. The iiii|ierial govcniineiit 
lias cvuisciiiiently, in addition to the llect 
already at Taku, decided to desiialch a 
iiiililary foi-ee of about LItOO men to Tien 
Tsin, ill order to st reiigl hen the hands of 
the .Iapanes(> minister in China. The 
latter is acting in full cinicert with the 
other ri'preseiitatives of the principal 
powers." 

Paris, .Tunc 10,— News of lighting be- 
tween the IOuro]icaii troops iiiid llnxers 
has enhanced the interest in tiie Hituatiou 
in China, which is foriniiig the leading 
feature of all the newspapers. The diiilo- 
niutic world it< naturally very much stir- 
riHl regarding the attitiide taken by the 
Empress Dowager, even the .Taii.'inese and 
Chinesi? legatiiuis appear doubtful ns to 
the exact condidon of affairs. At the 
Chinese logatior, considerable uneiifiiness 
prevails. The explanation given l).v the 
oflieials is that the Bo.xera arc simply 
outlaws who recoivo no oountenance from 
the govermnent, nnd arfe ill-trenting tbelr 
own countrymen .as •well--ns foreigners. 
Metnbors of tbe legation whose constant 
iutertwirsp •with Buropoanfi hoe brought 
tlioni more into lino -with Wc«?tern ideas 
admit guardedly that the general rebition 
in China is hardly satisfactory nnd that 
there is room for benoficinl reform, hut 
they are far from pleased .at the recent 
dev'eloiiments 'which has given Riissin an 
opportunity to play what' .'Will probably 
eventually beeomo a predorainnfing part 
in the much-feared European contention. 

.Tapaneso ^Minister Katow on ibeing in 
terviewed sa.vfi lie ha.s not yet received 
infitruetions from his'governraont regard 
iter the action to i-bei? taken i here, but ho 
has reason to bolievo .Tnpnn ■will act in 
concert with other powers, which, in his 
opinion, is the ibewt method of bringing 
aboiit prompt and durable tranquility. 
Isolated action on the ,part of one or au' 
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other oC the powers, he said, will only 
produce chaos and will be lilcely to lead 
to trouble between the powejw fhem- 
selres.

Itiiinor was busy with the itames of gcn- 
tlenuMi likely to be chosen to till the re- 
maining cabinet vacaneicr:, but no otllcial 
announcement in this connection Ik ex- 
Jieeted for a day or two. 

Yesterday Premier Dunsmuir and 
Metisrs, ICberts and Turner took charge 
ot" tlieir respective deiMirtinents. Mr. 
SiiiitJi Curtis, the retiring Minister of 
-Mines, left for Ilossland last evening. 

.lolm Iloufiton, M.IM'.-elect for Nelson, 
and Ifalp!) Suuth, .M.l'._P.-elect for Na- 
naimo, are in the'tTiTy^'but declined to be 
intcrviewe<l. 

Discussing the .'jituation the New Wost- 
uiiiisier Columbian says: 

"However the [loliticiaus may regiird 
the calling in of ilr. Dunstnuir, it is cer- 
tiiln that business men and tlie public 
generally will liiivi? more c-oiilidence in a 
goveriitneiit administered iby a man with 
his t^take in the country, tJi.iii in the rule 
of a iwlitical adventurer. The success or 
failure of the new I'rcinier in his uuder- 
takiiig niust largely ilepeiid upon hii^ 
choice ot colleague. If he i)ffer» to as- 
sociate with hiaisidf tnen str(mg in the 
coiuntiinities tliey represent, and of such 
a Htanip an to he really associates of the 
I'reinier in the formulation and execu- 
tion of the police of t!i«>' government, and 
not mere weaklings or ligurdioads to give 
formal effect to his pprimnal distation, 
.Mr. Duusmuir may overcome the pre- 
judice with which the announcement that 
he has been called upon will be received. 
It is a CMTt.ainty that he can swure a 
respectable fidlowing. the Island alone 
giviiij; liiiii a start of twelve or thirteen 
seats, while Cariboo and C;is<^iar wcaild 
add another four, and probably the Lil- 
looets, too, ■would give ready supih-.rt to 
any fairly constituted cabinet Mr, Diiiis- 
iiiiiir niiglil lie able to form. It is as 
well that the jiulilic in this part of tlie 
pniviiii-e should recogiii/.c the eli'ineilts of 
strength beliimi Mr, Dunsmuir, and not 
be led by local prejudice into iiidiii-iiig the 
representatives of the Lower Mainland to 
hold iilooif from any admiiiititration that 
can be formed. If Mr. Diinsimiir is to 
succeed, the Lower Mainland should be 
aa inlluential factor in liiii cabinet," 

On the same subject the Vancouver 
World says: 

"We have not heard Mr. Dunsniuir's 
name mentioned bitel.v in connection with 
the leadrship of the government, but why 
it should not liavt? been is eiiually sur- 
prising, .Mv. Diiiisimiir, for a man who is 
so largely blessed with the world's goods 
has jilayed a singularly modest part ih 
the public affairs of the province. Cer- 
tainly no one can accuse Mr. Dunsmuir 
of ever having pushed himself to tlie 
front or scrambled for power in the un- 
dignified way that has disgraced so many 
of our politicians. It is a question wheth- 
er he desired this honor timt has just 
lieen conferred upon liim. •l^ie yery rar- 
ity of this modesty nnd decency in our 
lii'ililical life, especially (ISplayed by a 
man who has the nieaiis to carry out al- 
iiiiist any ambition is a utrong point in 
.Mr, Duusmuir's favor. I'niiuivtionably 
-\lr. Dunsmuir has been misunderstood to 
.1 great extent. He has been regarded 
by many ii« a sort of eliaiiiiduii of the 
cap;!:ilii-t class and an op|ioiieiit of the 
iiitcrcsl,.: of tlic laboriim classcis. How 
iiiiich truth there lie in those views we 
leave to till' intelligent pulilie to de<'ide. 
^Ir. Duusmuir's recent ac'tion in adrertis- 
in;; for white Iiieii to rephlee the .Vsiatics 
formerly employed in his business showed 
that he is liy no means as black iii< some 
(if Ins iletractiirs have painted him, and 
provcil that he is prciiared to meet the 
changing coiiilit ions of the ]iroviiice in a 
jiropi 1- spirit. We cannot see how Mr, 
Diiiisiiniir (■.".n fail to form a cabinet 
when he has so iiitich line material to 
draw 111)1111. In a 'house which luinibi-'rs 
amongst its members such iiieii as 
Merisrs. Martin, Smith Curtis, .T, C, 
Brown, W. W. B. Mclnnes, H. D, Hel- 
iiicken, .lohn lloustoii, 1). M. I'/berts and 
others who might be named there ought 
to be no dilliculty in securing a cabinc-t 
that would rnnk easily as tlie strongest 
the province erer had. Mr. Dunsmuir's 
enormous interests certainly provide a 
sufflcicnt stake that the best iiitcreBtH of 
the country shall be ptotected according 
to the abilities of tfte ucw ministry. ' This 
will assuredly have grqat weight . with 
Eastern and British cn])itaiists and in- 
vestors. 'VN'o tru.st that Uie province is 
ou the eve of a long era of political peace 
nnd bupiiicss jirosperity." 

Tlie News-Adveitiser prints the follow- 
ing spwlal despatch: ■ , 

"Ottawa. ..lane In the Senate to- 
d.ay, Hon. Jlr. Mills told. Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell, that neither ho nor any other 
member of the goTcrnment. had received 
im appHcatiou from Lienteuant-Oovcrnor 
midlines to be allowed to rwign his posi- 
tion, a.s staved by Mr. W. "W. B. Mc- 
Inne.s, M.P.P. 

"Sir Mackenzie Bowell said _ tliat if

" Buller. 1 hope, is at Standerton. 

" Heidellierg will be .'occupied from 
this place shoi-tly, and then the-Orauge 
River Colony will become completely out 
off fi-om the Transvaal. . . ^ 

"Baden-Powell repoi-ts that the' dis- 
trict through which he passed is settling- 
down satisfactoi-ily. Over 1,000 stailds' 
of arms were surrendered, and Hana- 
Eb.-'C nnd Pete Kruger, son of the Presi- 
dent, made submission to liim yesterday, 
having been previously disanne<l on their; 
farms. 

■'Botha's array li-as rotirc<l, and is be- 
lieved to be at Middleburg. His rear- 
guard -n-ns surprised and entirely routed 
by Ian Hamilton's mounted infantty.' 

The war office has received the follow- 
ing despatch from -Gen. Buller: 

" Laing's Nek. .Tune 15.— Now that 
Natal is" clear of the enemy, I wish to- 
call attention to tlie disgracefid way i» 
ivbich private property was treate<l_ in 
the part of the colony they occupied. 
Their wilful and neiHlless damage is 
visdde ev<'rvwhere, and houses when not 
completelv wrecked have been desecrated 
with filth v ingenuity. That this has been 
done with the consent of tlie leaders is 
[iroven bv tlie fact that, while in 
Cbarlestown eveiT house was wrecked, 
in \'olksrust, two miles off— but in the 
Transvaal— everj- house was intact."

If they depart from 
that law, they lose their liberty and end 
in ruin. 

Wo would like to impress this thought 
upon tlie minds of young readers, namely, 
that the only true freedom of action is 
in the direction of what is right. The 
man who gives himself up to excess is 
not free, even tliough he boasts tliat he 
has tlirown off restraint. He has be- 
come a slave to tliat of which ho should 
be the master. With the eonseiousne.ss 
of tiai-ing done right there is a sense of 
freedom, whidi cauuot e.^Lst side by .side 
with the knowledge of wrong-doing. It 
is true in business, in politics and in 
cM'ry social relation, that tlio only man 
who can claim and feel a sense of true 
freedom is he who can honest l.v say he 
has done what is right. That is w-liat is 
meant by " walking before tlie law, being 
It liberty." The Magna Charta of life is 
1 g(H«i conscience.

The <-ondition of things in China is 
serious in the extreme. it will be im- 
possible for Gerni.iiiy to allow tJie mur- 
iler of hi.»r minister to pass ■without tak- 
ing prompt steps to obtain satisfaction, 
an<l the destruction of the other foreign 
Icgatiims is only loss serious than tliis. 
Matters are approaching such a condi- 
tion that, as the Lomlon spectator say^', 
" no one (-an foresee the end." Nor are 
the troubles confined to the vicinity of 
I'ekin, for riots have broken out along 
the West Iliver. which is in the southern 
part of the eni[)ii-e. 

The great danger is that tlie entente, 
which apparently exists between the 
powers, may be broken, and if so, con- 
fusion worse confounded will prevail. 
Already it is inlimated that lJussia 
know-s more about the origin of the 
existing troubles than has been dis- 
i-IosimI. If that |H>w-er throw-s oil" the 
mask and undertakes to defend tlie Chi- 
ne.se government from the disciplining, 
wliich the other powers will now fee! 
obliged to iiiijiosc. there will be trouble 
on a ver.v large scale. 

The London papers count ui>ou the co- 
oricration of the United States with 
.lapan nnd Great Britain. We vent irc 
to think that Germany would also be 
found ready to make a fourth party in 
such an alliance, if the powers are likely 
to become divided over tlio course (o be 
followed. .Ml this is, however, mere 
matter of speculation. Events have not 
yet ripeiieil snlliciently to enable any one 
to determine what the issue will be of 
tlie present tension, not to speak of w-hat 
will follow it.

David ill one of his rs.iiins siieaks of 
walking ,-it liberty, and be argues that 
he does SO because he is under tho law 
of God. IjOt us look at the philosophical 
.side of the matter and see if there is in 
the opening t:;tatement of tliits arti<-le tho 
paradox that seems at lirf-t siu'hl to bi.' 
present. By law -we do not iiie;in statute 
law, although the iirincipU' aii[ilies to 
thin within limits. The reference is to 
the fundamental lawr; of human action— 
what may be called lln- divine law. 

If w-c gram the e\ i^; .'nco of an iiili-l- 
ligent Creator, who lias made laws for 
the Universe which He hits CiiUod into 
being, it follows logically that things 
w-liicli conform to tlio-e laws ;irc intrinsi 
ally right ami those whicli .-.ic (ijiposn! to 
them are intrinsically wrong. (.Uirist 
gave us the touchstone whereby we can 
lost tho ehtiri'.cter of onr act«. W 
to do unto others as we w-onld Ih.it they 
should do unto us. This is an nil sufll- 
cieiit rule. Let us apply it iu a concrete 
case. E.xperion-ce shoe's us that the best 
devolopineiit of maulviiid takes plai 
w-iUiin the well-ordered family .-irc-i 
That relation between men and \vomen, 
which makes the ideal home ixissibl 
therefore, intrinsically right, and any- 
thing which autagoui:!Os this relation 
must be intrinsically -wrong.

Of this over 
000 is to bo hamlod over to the Iiidiau 
dopartmont who will handle the payment 
of tUo Iiuliiuiv;— and that amount goi>s to 
satirify tho luiiiau hunter's claims for the 
illegal soizuri's by the United States cut- 
ters duriiii; ISO-l-o-O. The white nealers 
received but little over a thouriaiui dol- 
lars. TlieM' payments will complete the 
sealiiiix award, and "when uU the cheques 
have hvi-u awarded over !?;!00,OOI) will 
have lu'rn di.stribuled by Collector Miliie 
in r^ettleiiii'iit ol' the claims of the sealei-s. 

When the award was nuide by the 
Behriu^' >ea claims commission which sat 
here in IS'JT, there were many casit?, 
that, owing to the fact that Uic claims 
were nut ri'|n-eseiiti>il, were overlooked 
and not provided I'or. The collector of 
ciisioms broii:,'hl this fact to the mitice 
of the department of marine and tisherier;, 
and that department authorized him to 
wake an investigation and report on tlie 
several claims. This invititigation in- 
volved, no small aniouuit of work, but it 
W!is at length completed and forwarded 
to Ottaava, and now the -money has been 
avvardqd for the settlement of theno 
claims. 

The work of disbursement will be be- 
gun at once. Tho white sealers will be 
paid by the collector at the custom hou.su 
and the Indian departmont will look at'ti'r 
the payment of the shvnehes. The col- 
l(x:tiu- has taken precaution though to pro- 
tect the iiiiliaiis, for no powers of at- 
torney will li'' recognized and the monies 
due the Indians will be paid to no mid- 
dleman— in fact to none but tho Indian 
entitled to the award, or. if he be dead, 
to hirt established heirs. 

Tlie chiinis woldd have been long since 
settled, but i,o many of the claims called 
for investigation, tiiid nuicli annl.vnis of 
the cases had to be gone into by tho col- 
lector. 'I'o show how thoroughl.v the 
<'laims awarded in the first instance by 
the commis-^imi liave been settled, and 
bow wide as has lieen tlie search for the 
.■sealers entiib'd to recompense, one 
che(|no is now awaiting a soiiler named 
.lacobscii at the Rritish cotisul at Yoka- 
hania. This man iri now nigaged in seal- 
ing on one (if the Japanese owned .^clioon- 
crs sailing "ut of Hakoilati'. and tho 
cheque awaits him on his return from 
tho present voyage. Other awards have 
been made in South America, in fact in 
many corners of tho globe. 

For one man, to whom about three 
hundred dollars was coming, there was 
quite a long search and much enquir.? 
from British consuls around the Tvorld. 
Nothing was hoard of tho man until 
about a year or so ago was found by 
the purest ai-cident in the Benin islands. 
The late sealer is now living among the 
Konii-civilized natives of the? islands, 
Avbich lie some hundreds of milw sontli 
of Japan, and every year lie goes up to 
Yokaliama — ns the old-time Cariboo min- 
ers came to Victoria in tho early days — 
to have a little time. Ho strolled into 
the nOice of the British consul at Yokn- 
hama to af^k the news, and the talk drift- 
ing to sealing matters, the consul notifii'd 
him that he had received enquires from 
Victoria in regard to him and told him 
that a ohoque tiwaited him at thiri port.

It will be rememberLHl that last 
season the .N'ltrihern c-anners experienced 
eensideralile ililliculty with their lislier- 
iiien and other emplo.vees, who, as there 
were iii> resilient representatives of law 
;!Uil r.iitherily. had matters very much 
their own way. .\t the same time illegal 
lishiiig ami peaehini,' were coiiimuii, pre- 
ventive authority again being missed. 

This siiriiii; the cajiners (tlii' Urilisli 
Ciilumbia ("annery Co. acting as spokes-

According to 
the views of many of the water-front 
community, the Quadra's present trip 
illustrates the urgent necessity for a 
second government steamer to siiecially 
r.-iie lor the fishery interests.

The recently issued annual statistics 
Of tho labor (lepartment of tlie Londou 
Board of Trade for the year lS08-i) furn- 
isli some interesting rigur(>n eoncerning 
old country trade unionism. Dealing 
lirnl with the trade unions of the ooun- 
try, they sliow tlitit while the luiinber 
of unions has Icflsenod— from 1,307 in 
1S07 to 1,207 in 18!)8— the decrease is 
jipparently accounted for by amalgama- 
tion, aa the memberKl\ip has leaped up 
bv ;i3,.l-14 to 1,«1-1,5!)1. The ten princi- 
pal unions iiave larger funds in hand 
than ever before, aiiiounting in all to 
£2,004,7!)!), or f4()0.()0(1 more than 
1S07, while the funds per member have 
also increased. Many unions liave be 
gun to act as benefit societiori, making 
old age allowances to their mcmljers 
In 18!)2 about 102.()(K) were iu receipt 
of such payments; the number has etead' 
i'v mounted until in 189S it reached 1(53,- 
T?3. No le«s than 4 per cent, of the 
population of the United Kingdom are 
members of workmen's co-oporativc co- 
cietles; and for 1808 the vahie of tho 
poods sold was £04.000,000. Tho figures 
lelating to trade disputes— strikeB, lock- 



out, etc.,— arc carried down to 1809. Hap- 
pily they show- a tendency to dimiuit^h. 
In 1897 they numbered 804; in 181)8, 
711; and in 1899, 721. Whereas iu 181)8 
15,289,478 workiiix days were tlius lost, 
iu 1809 tliere wac> oidy a loss of 2,490,- 
358— the lowest figure on record. 'Ihe 
wicidom of such disputes would appear 
to be doubtful for either party; for 31 
per cent, ended in victories for the eni- 
plovoes, 32 per cent, in favor of the 
msislers, and 31 per cent, were compro- 
mised. The odil percentage was made 
up of iudeliiiite or uiinettled quarrels.

RIFLE SHOOTING IN CANADA. 

Canadian Military Gazette Pointa Out 
Necessity for Improvement. 

If there is one Ptibject wliic'.i more 
than any other should receive attention 
at this time, il is rifle shooting. It is no 
dispariigeuicnt to the past achievements 
of our Canadian iinirksmen to say that 
the system und'T which they now ■work 
V not wholly up to the mark, that there 
is too strong a teadoney to cling to tho 
elenient:iry instead of reaching out to the 
more advanced and more practical. The 
I).Jt..\. has done a great deal to fester 
iiiid devidoji shooting in Canada, and to 
the efforts which it has exerted must be 
attributed o large measure of the success 
and distinction which our riflemen have 
attained. There is. however, room for 
improvement. Carrying out from year 
to year the time-worn programme govorn- 
ed by nncliaiigeil conjitions becomes 
somewhat monotonous for the crack 
shots who journey to llie UocklifTc range 
at each successive meeting. .Some more 
praclidal eliange might be inaugtirated. 
To do such, an extr:i expenditure by the 
government would, in all probaliility. !»' 
involved, but we do not conceive any 
Mrenuons opposition lo such steps sliould 

they be taken uisideriug that politiciil 

ilifferences ;ire. or ought to be. lost si^'ht 
of when :iiiy nie;isiire iis introduced which 
is calcuhileil ti> promote tlie interests nf 
this most iiiiiiorl;iiit branch of military 
Work. 

We Sec ri'iiresent:itivi's of both jiiirties 
in parli;uiicnl in alicndaiice :it the aniimil 
meetings uf tlic D.K..\.. anil, from the 
dcp.irtliiental licails down to thoc^e of 
lesser staiidini,', the utmost good-will is 
expressed tov\:irds the associ;itioii c0U[il- 
ed with an evident willingness to proniote 
the interests of the a.sfioeiat ion and tlie 
luindredri of rilleiiien coiineered with it. 
Some of these professions might be im- 
plemented by the granting of an allow- 
ance snfticiently angmentcd to enable the 
D.R.A. to introduce some more advanced 
system of marksmanship in its nuitches, 
especially for old ponipetiliii-s whose eS- 
perience from year to year leaves little 
for them to learn. To line a eight or 
hold a rifle properlj-, to attain correct 
elevation, and the like, should not be the 
work of years. Firing coiiHtatitly at fix- 
ed tnrgi'ts is inconsistent with practical 
requirements. 

What sliouhl be enconi'aged by the rifle 
associations is firing :it objects moving 
and appearing at iiiiexpei-ted [■.hiceri and 
unknown ilistaiiccr;. ;idvnnciiig and ri'lir- 
ing, collective shooting, and in pr;ictical 
..Xorijuition for. attack. Tliiis would.. much, 
inore cimforin to iir;lctic;il reiiuirements, 
and enable those who do not look on rifle 
shooting as a mere p:isfime to iierfiiriii 
nincb mine effective work if ever called 
upon to pa rt i' ipM !e in nni lern w;irf;ire. 
I're[iaration for ii:iliun:il defence is the 
c;irdinjil principle upon which all rifle 
competitions should be ciinducfed. 'I'liose 
wliii regard the subject in no light other 
than ;i |iasiiioc nr pleasure c:innot belaid 
to have ill-, best inlerests at heart.

In a word, it is believed th:it the I 
liidi:in was the [irinial type uf man, and 
thai he sjireiid over the rest of the world 
by crossing from .Voiili .Vinerica to Si- 
beria, instead of liaviiik' lieeli an -Vsiatic 
type that crossed from Siljeri:i to North 
.'vnieriea. 

Wilh the deep poetic significance of the 
idea that Adam w;is an American siaence 
docs not coneern itself. It is in search 
of facts, not a iheiif for epo-s. Hut 
pools will folow with an inierest no less 
tliae that of scientists the work uf the 
iiiree courageous savants who have sal- 
lied forlh lo risk their lives :imon;i glac- 
iers and snowliidds in search uf the 
Carden of Kden. 

.Mr. .lesiip dedicated .'ji.50.000 for inves- 
tigaiioii of Indian autiiiuities. Dr. I'rana 
lloaz was the lieml of tile lir.st expedilion, 
whnh journeyed into Alaska. His re- 
ports, which have just been printed, have 
stariled the scieutitic world.

It 
Hows lliioiigli Denver and emptleH Into 
tlie I'lalte Itiver, within the eonlines of 
tlie city, .tust at nigtitfall the water 
swept down this dry creek In a wall said 
to have been ten feet In lielght, carrying 
everything before It. Many people were 
drowned, and many hulldlags wore washed 
away. All night long tho creek flowed 
baukful of water that was thick • with 
jvrcckage. People were rescued during the 
night on rafts and Improvised boats. The 
most serious loss was the City Hall, which 
was swept away by the water, together 
with all the records on flio there. Those 
records Included not oul.v those of the 
slate and city, but also the iriilled Stales 
land flilng.s. Tin? llood was followed by 
an era ot liunbjumping, and a good many 
of the pre.ient fortunes In Denver date 
from, that event. I'lio safe ot the City Hall 
was never found, although some relics of 
the' flood, Including a portion ot the press 
of the 'Rocky Mountain News, are now In 
the rooms of tho State Historical Society." 



Dr. lioaz disciis.-c,s the civilization of 
.\sia and Kiirope and slious how iliveisi- 
licil ari' the iieu|ile and how v;iried are 
their fealiires. The small variability uf 
.\inerican natives is taken to indicate 
that their history is of ^.-rteit antiquity 
and that the tribes are of homogeneous 
slock. 

The siimll variability is, accordiii 
Dr. I'.oaz, an indication of a lack of nii-v- 
inre v.-ith the people of Asia. 

The .losup expedition of 1897 has led 
the scientists to wonder whether tlie red 
man of America is a desceudant of Asia 
tic stock or vice versa. 

The deductions which have been drawn 
from the investigat ions made by Dr. 
lioa/, Liviii-sion l''airand, of Columbia 
(loUegi-, and Harlan .1. Smith point to 
the theory that iiisteiwl of the Asiatic 
people crossing lo the American Contin- 
ent the luigraiiim.s were from tho Now 
World to the Old. 

The three men who liavi> started on the 
task of finding out about the Indian 
tribes of the Arctic zone, left San Fran- 
cisco on the steamer Doric for Hijiig- 
koiif; via llouidulii. T'heir iiiinieiliate 
deslinalioii will be nortlieasi em Siberia. 
'Pwo l£n.s<sians, Waldeniar Hogaras and 
W:ildemar .lochelson, men of scieutitic re- 
nown, and a young .Vmericaii naturalist, 
Norman l!u.\toii, make up the party. 

The liiissians will study the native lan- 
guage, songs, customs and characteristics 
of every tribe which inhaliit northetisteru 
Siberia. 

Thousands of miles of this region are 
unknown even to the scieutitic world. 
lOxplorcrs have never penetrated its froz- 
en waste. 

.Mr. liiixton will conliiie his woi-k main- 
ly to the 7.(x)logical field. He will make 
a ciilliH'tion of birds and mammals of the 
region for the museum and will also ox- 
eaviito for bones ot the ouormous anl-' 
■mils which once inhabited this region. 

The Btart will be made from Vladi- 
vosiock in August. Waljemar Bogaras 
will travel to the far north and will then 
work over toward Kuropoan Kussia. In 
a word, the hardy explorer will start 
into the frozen wilderness on one side of 
the world and will reach civilization on 
the otliiu- side. 

Waldeniar .loclielsoii will travel^ from 
N'lailivostoek Uji the coast toward Fast 
Cape, o:i Behring Sea. Noriiian I'lixlon 
will part from his comrades in \'ladivos- 
toek. He will travel northward, and in 
the fall of Iblll. ill the Fast Caiie re^'ioii. 
he exp"Cts lo meet .1 oe|le|snii. 'l.'lliue 
ilie\- will await ilie i-oinin- of the whal- 
ing' lba_'t. If they lail in I his ]ilaii .lochel- 
son and Uuxioii li;Me agreed to stay in 
ihe Fast Cape reiiions for aiiollier year. 

Bogaras and .locliclson nre inured to 
Siberian hardsbi|is. Tlii'y uere politic;il 
exiles in laistern Siliiuia for ten yeai-s 
:or having advocated ]io!iiical chaic'cs 
reedoin of the iiress. They fin- 
al theii- liiicrly, while their re- 
searches won the p'-aise ,,f the Uussian 
governimuit. .Mr. 'liixton won the right 
to be a member of the expedition by his 
work with the Siiiit lisoiiin ii e.xiieditioii to 
I'lunl P.arrow in bSDT :iiid ISllS. 

Tiie i'X|dorers wiil have iirovisioiis for 
two years. lOaidi wil! have two Cossack 
as travidliiij: comiianions. The journey 
will be iiiude mostly on foot and by dog 
sledges. 

The Kussian government has placed 
every facility at the command ot the ex- 
plorers. Passports have been provided 
and ottleials have been notified to give 
the scientists a.id. The Russian gunboats 
which patrol tne coast of Siberia will bo 
liaeed at their dispo.sal. 

In 1903 or 1904 Ungariis, .Tocludson and 
Buxton will moot iu New York city. 
There they will discusa their discoveries, 
arrange their s)M'einienfl and compile ac- 
coiinlri ot the scientific work accomplish- 
ed. 

And then tho world may loarn on the 
iiutliority of science wlicher the Harden 
ot Eden was in tho Klondike.

Not until the end of 1881. however, 
did he return to India, and then to ac- 
cept the post of commander in chief 
of tha Madras array, with tlie local rank 
of lieutenant. In 1885 ho rose to ho 
commander in chief in India, in succe«<- 
sion to Sir Donald Stuart, remaining in 
that, post until 1893, when he wos suc- 
ceeded, largely on his oiwn recommenda- 
tion, by General Sir George White, now 
famotis as tho defender of lyadysmith.

"We are not a rich aristocracy," wrote 
Ijad.v Wiirwicl'. seven years ago. "We 
are, many of us, deadly poor, little bet- 
ter than eplendiil paiiiiers." 

Are these siileiidid inuipors, long own- 
ers oi WWal England, ond worthy suatain- 
ers of the traditions of a noble race, giv- 
ing way to American manufacturers, to 
South African speculators, to German 
merchant princes? -Our old aristocracy 
absorbed the Rothschilds and Bentincks 
of previous generations, and made thein 
par*- of itself. The now millionaires 
threuteii to abforb it. From Skibo Cas- 
tle, near Doruoch Firth, down to Norres, 
by Cowes, the cosmopolitans of capital 
are seiyJng some of tho fairest spots of 
our land. 

These millionaire invaders are so cn- 
nniionsly rich that they arc indilTcrent 
to the fancy prices asked for great es- 
tates. At least one of them, .Mr. Astor, 
has uu income of a million a year, secur- 
ed in grouu.'I rents and railway bonds.

The Boers were now retreating overy- 
"where. Many of Ihe Orange Free State 
burghers threw down their arms and re- 
turned to their farms.

These wore re- 
jected by Lord Salisbury. Having estab- 
lished a stable condition of affairs in the 
Orange Free State capital, Lord Roberts 
now prepared for au advance into the 
Transvaal. 

This was begun on April 30. Kroon- 
stad and Liniliey, successive temi>orary 
capitals of what remained "free" of tho 
Orange Free State, •;vere successively 
captured ^Liy 12 and May 17. On May 
18 Mafeking was relieved by Colonel 
I'lumer. The Boers abandoned their 
strongly fortified positions on tho Khe- 
nosti'r river before Roberts' approach, 
and tho entire Orange Free State was in 
British 'hands. On May 'M, the Queen's 
birthday (Roberts has ever had notabl» 
luck or foresight in the selection of strik- 
ing anniversaries), the left wing of 
Bobs' nrm.v, under General French, be- 
gan tho passage of the Vaal river.

It must be a very extraordinary En- 
glish estate which cannot now be reiifnd 
for from £2.lii)ll tu £,'!,(lUO a year. The 
upkeep of such a place will cost from 
£11,1)11(1 to £10. (Kit) a year more. Even 
the poorest millionaire,, tin? man who is 
not making nuire than £,")tt,000 a year, 
can alToril this. 

.Meanwhile, in at least one case, the 
man with a family history of 800 years 
behind him has to bury himself in a £(10 
a year semi-detached villa in some ciuiet 
town near Londou. The rent of his old 
mansion goes to satisfy mortgagees, leav- 
ine him perhaps i500 a year for himself, 
'rhis is no fancy picture. 

Most of our mlllionairo invaders come 
from America and South Africa. Among 
the bent of them is Mr. Andrew Carne- 
gie. Scotch by birth, American by adop- 
tion, he started life on four shillings a 
week, and i^ now worth £-10,000,000. 
He found America a good land for earii- 
iii" iiion'ey, hut lie loves to siionil it in 
the hind of his birth. The traditions of 
his people drew him back to, Scotland. 
AL lirst he rented Cliiny. but. watching 
his chance, he secured the great estate of 
Skibo Castle us a bargain. He loves to 
act tlie part of the laird. Simple, quiet, 
miidi'st, kiiuUv, all his neighbors like 
him. A year ago he startled the world 
by (loelaruig that he means to distribute 
ail his money before his death. ^ "The 
man who dies rich, dies disgraced," says 
he. 

Mr. William Waldorf Astor is a scion 
of an ancient house that achieved wealth 
iu the United States. Inheriting an es- 
ta.te worth over £2(),0()I),()U0. he found 
the lot of the rich Anu?rici;n too hard to 
be borne. He hated the publicity given 
to his smallest acts, SO he comc to Eng- 
land for peace. After renting Laiis- 
downe Qousu, he secured a town resi- 
dence in Carlton Ilonse terrace, ami 
bought the beautiful estate of Cliveden 
from the Duke of Wesiminstor. He 
transferred all his business interests 
here, buildiug an otilce on the Thames 
Embankment, which is nothing but a 
gigantic strong-room. His oillee is prob- 
ably the most charming and the best 
guarded buildiug in the world, and deeds 
valued at $100,000,000 are said to rest 
there. 

M'-. Astoi-'s one personal aim is to 
avoid publicity, his one great business is 
to invest in real estate. Day by day he 
goes down to his olllce, almost with the 
reeularily of a clerk. He has a passion 
for building, and many of the new olllce 
biiildiiigs between the Strand and the 
Thames are more or less under his ciii- 
trol.- His love of siditude has caused 
him to forliid Imating parties the old 
lu-ivili'ge of landing iu Cliveden Woods. 
Ill' is a I'ultiireil man of letlers, ;ind his 
s.iii was one of the most poiiular boys at 
Eton, and I'.iplaiii of the boats. 

The Hrailli.'y-Miirtins have iiiaile llieiii- 
si'lves a place in I'higlish society, and 
have aiinexe'il a hniise ill Chest erfii'lil 
gardens, and a Highland estate at Clen 
rniiihart. Nearly thirty years ago Mr. 
Brailley-Mart in. ii young lawyer of good 
family," mel Ills future wife under rnuiaii- 
tic i'ircnni>ianc,'S at a X'anderbilt xveil- 
diiig. T'-ey were married within two 
mouilis. and sonic time afterwards the 
wife's father ilieil. and left a fortune of 
.•^111.(1(1(1.000. With the part of this money 
tha came to them the Bradley-Martins 
crossed Ihe Atlantic, snd «et down tu oon- 
Huor Euglitili society. They took one of 
Ihe costliest deer shooting in liivei- 
uess-shire. One daughter married an 
earl. The Bradle.v-Martins scored their 
real triumiih when they devised the most 
costly and extravagant fancy dress ball 
of modern times. 

Some of our .Vuu'iican iiiillioiiaire in- 
vaders come here for rest. Of this type 
is Mr. .laini'S R. Keeiie, for long eliaiu- 
pinu bear oil the New York stock ex- 
change. With the practically nnlimiti'd 
capital nf l!ie tiiliacco and oil U'lists be- 
hind him, he iimniiiu hit ed llie markets 
almost as he pleased. In six great ileals 
in six years lie won .'>i:',.0(10,il()0. Now, 
with a snrely-tried nervous system, he 
comes here for peace and (luiet. which 
his own hiislUng country <'aiinot give him. 

Mr. .Iiisi'iih I'lilitzci, owner of the New 
York World, belongs to the same class. 
From the bottom of the ladder he has 
got to the topmost rung. His news- 
paper palace, twenty-two stories high. 
\tf one of the sights of Now Y'ork City. 
Tti-day. amid«t his greatest triumphs, ho 
comes away to London for s-omo months 
each year. He seeks the ([uietcst town 
house" he can timl, and settles there. Ho 
suffers perpetually from insomnia. lint 
he atill looks a very young man, and his 
business power is greater than ever. He 
forgets nothing, iind extracts from every 
man all he can tell. His one recreation 
is niiisio. 'Tall, thin, full of quick move- 
ment, his figure is familiar at many con- 
certs. Ho will n<!Vor talk of money mat- 
ters, but a few years ago his annual in- 
come was estimated at £200,000. 

Mr. ^farshall Field, the morcliant 
prince of ChicuKO. loves "Warwickshire, 
where ho' is A\*cll known, in. hiuiting cir- 
cles. Hc'hne retired, from business now. 
but he was lon'g' theVWhiteley and the 
Lipton.'of'.the windy city.' he designs 
alone o f his' greht store cost .?100,000. 
Ten thotisand shopiheh called him master, 



his euoriilollS btisiiit-sff as being ilielr 
nun. For ho was tlin most eaterprininif, 
the mo.t;t relentless, tho most successfoi 
of immopolists. Some of tlio inillions 
nmrlc m Chic.igo now lind their way 
here. 

Apaa from South Africa, our own col'' 
onies scud us few millionaires, but those 
who <lo come make their way. It would 
be hard to cjill Lord Mount .Ste])hen au in- 
vader, for he -.vas born in Scotland, Yet 
Canada is his own hind, and his name 
will ever bo connected with the uiaking 
of the Canadian I'acilic railway. In 
town he lives not far from Mr. Astor; 
in the countrj- he hus a home near Lord 
Salisbury. 

Lord Strathcona is another Scotchman 
who found wealth iu Canada. He went 
•lilt to the Wild West as an agent of tho 
Hudson Bay Company, and soon fought 
his way to the top. Although High 
Commissioner for Canada, he has as 
many interests here as over the waterj 
His splendid services during the present 
tvar are fresh in every mind. 

Not many millionaire Australians now 
tirrive here. Best known of them is Mr. 
W. K. D'Arey, -who owes his wealth to 
I 'tie happy stroke. Thirty-sLt years ago 
be was a solicitor in RockbamptOD, in 
(.)tieeiisland. Two of his friends, brothers 
iiaiiied -Morgan, hit mi a great streak Of 
gidil-hiariiig land. Il'Arey heliied them 
lo dcrelnp it, putting some money into 
the biiyiiiess, and recidving in return a 
iiuarter share. Tho Morgans solil out 
for a few thoiisaiulH; D'.Vrcy held on. 
T'he mine,. .Mount .Morgtin. as it is called, 
turned out to he one of the richest in tho 
world. In oni; year alone over £1,1111(1,(11)0 
was distributed aiiioiig llie owners. Mr. 
It'Ai'cy can well alTord lo take line es- 
r-Ates over li-uu our '•splendid pauiicrs." 
Ill: has lived' in England and pl.iyeil a 
.UTe-al part in fuciety for some time now. 

A. few weidci- since iiiiotl.'er groat Aus- 
tralian set out for London. The ratlwa.v 
station at Adelaide was alrijost blocked 
by the crowd lA-.it asseuililei! to see him 
olT, aiiil the chief justice of the colony 
led the cheers of farewi'll. Nunibers went 
down to the boat m catch a last glimiise 
of the jgreat inuii, and as a sort of tip 
(he- millionaire gave £iri,l)Oi) fur educa- 
tional purposofi before his departure. .Mr. 
Geoi'ge Bookman has- not soii.glit publio- 
ity since he has been in London-. Yet 
he is one of the ricBvst men at the An- 
tipodes, and lie and his .brother are little 
kings- in> the mining -world of South and 
Western Australia. 

The stranger millionaires from- South 
Africa tire a host iu tliemselves. Have 
they not almost wholly absorbed Park- 
laiie? There is, for InsL'auco, Mr. J. B. 
Robinson, who lives in Dudley House, 
linrn in Natal litty-live years agO',. he 
started life as a wool buyer, and then 
took to farming. He iims'iiered greatly, 
and numbered his cattle by the thousand. 
Then came the diamond rush, and Mr. 
liobliison was ,Mie of the lir.st in tiie field. 
He was one of the luckiest, and in six 
weeks made £10,000. Soon he had a con- 
siderable fortniio. Then came the dis- 
covery of the Witwiitorsrand gold fields. 
Ho was lirst there, and bought for a few 
hundred pounds land that turned out to- 
be worth many hundreds of thousands. 
Men thought him mad as he investetl 
there, but their laugh changed in a very 
few days. In 1893 ho came to Ixradon, 
and has since made this his headquarters. 
Long the ally of President Kruger, ho 
at last turned tigainst him, worn out by 
his obstinac.v aud folly. His ambition 
is said to be lo leave each of his chihlrou 
a niiUion. He has a largo family. 

Only a few hundred yards from Mr. 
Kobinson lives Mr. Alfred Beit, who is 
as rich as the Uotliscliilds. In ixilitics 
111' has allied himself with ilr. Rliodca, 
j and has been one of the greatest work- 
ers for our Eir.iiro- iu South Africa. Y'et 
by birth he is a (^lermaii. The son of a 
great Hamburg merchant, he went to 
South Africa as a lad to study the de- 
velopments 'here. He studied to such 
good effect diat ue made millions, ac- 
quired a predominant interest in the 
diamond trade, and secured a lion's share 
in the goldflelds. He is so quiet, gentle, 
retiring in appearance, that when folks 
lirst meet him they cannot credit the fact 
that he is the cleverest financier of the 
day. 



To mention Mr. Bf it calls up his senior 
inirtuor, Mr. ,Iuliu8 Wernher.

Lilt to li II of them all would bo to fill 
cnliiiiins There are triumphant cosmo- 
politan siieeiihitors. like Mr. Von Andre 
and Mr. Mosentlial, princely German 
merchants like Sir Ernest Cnssel, happy 
lovers of adventure like Mr. Frank 
Thompson. 

There are politit'al "bosses" and pa- 
Irnns nf sport such as Mr. Richard 
Croker. of New York City; sober Ameri- 
can bankers like Mr. .\. .1. Drexel, of 
yachting and motoring fame; social lead- 
ers such !ifi Mrs. Ronalds :iiid Mrs. Mac- 
kay. Have we not fortunate financiers 
like the brothers Neumann or Mr. Syd- 
ney Cnldinann, v.-ho married Lord Peel's 
daiuhrer; Mr. .Mendel, the great pro- 
iiioler; and lucky -Mr. Piet Marais, own- 
er of so many Transvaal ground rents?

in thiH matter, and dcclnrud that nothing 
but good to both could result from such 
co-opL'ratiou. 

As to tliL' poliliciil <'iinsi'(iui-'iic'i's of tho 
lino tlieri' can be no (iiU'stion. Southern 
A.sia has iiudoubtedly bi'en marked out 
by aiUAire and the coiirne of events as 
tlie real Britisb spliere of iutluenoo, but 
it it* astunisliini; how little buK been done 
to take an.v eXEeetive 8teps to eonsolidate 
this inlluenee. I'roteedin^^ from EKypt — 
that most important steppin>,'-stoue in the 
Kreat waterway bel.-\veen lOuKlaud and 
India — we .sail ilown tbe Red Sea, and 
without including tbe various British 
piwse.sHions ou the African mainland, 
sueb an Suakin and tbe lCj,'yplian eoast- 
binds and tbe Somali Coast I'rotector- 
ute, we may tuku note of one or two 
British islands ou tbe Red Sea littoral 
of Arabia — of Periui, tbo 'outrance lod),'e' 
to tbe mure clausum of the Erythraea; 
of Aden, that extraordinarily tlourishing 
entreiKjt of Western and Oriental trade; 
and of various islands, including tbe 
Knria Muria group, dotted along the 
southern shore of Arabia. All the^c are 
Britisb *ioil, while tbe hinterland for a 
considerable distance nunid Aden and tbo 
valley.s of lladraniaut lo (he east are as 
nuieb British as tbe native States of In- 
dia. Tbe evidence of Mr. Theodore Bent, 
auu)nKst other aathoriliiH, is very strik- 
ing ati to this. Tbe rulers of Sbibr and 
Mokalla, the two princiiial portH of llad- 
raniaut, are Britisb stipendiarle.s. Mus- 
cat, as we know, is virtually under tbe 
su/.iraiuty of 'Ji-;\;t Britain, while tlie 
whole of the .1,'oif, with its riparian tribes, 
is ijolieed by our .irunboats, and BritiHli- 
Indian residents are jiosted at the chief 
towilr'. 

At tlu' heail of the ^ulf there it^ a very 
intere.stiii!,' port— that of Koweit, or 
( irane. It is tbe outli't of the I rude of 
the interior of Arabia, vi/..: Nejd, .lelio) 
Sbouier, El ,Iuf. and HI Il.isa. and pearls, 
;;liei'. dates, horses, and otlu'r i)roiliice 
arc <'onveyed thence down the >,'ulf, eith- 
er in native boats to Persian or Arabian 
portH, or for transhipment to the sli.-amers 
of the British India Steiim Xavi^atiou 
Comjiany's to be carried to Kara- 

chi .'Mid Bmnliay. If ever the talked of 
trans-Arabian railway line is c(nistructed 
from Alexandria or I'ort Said across tbe 
neck of the huge Ariibian pbnin.sula and 
direct to the head of tbe Persiau (Jnlf, 
Koweit would nndi)ubtedly be its eastern 
termimis. It is one of the finest hniborw 
in Western Aoia. and ought undoubte<Ily 
to form one of the regular porte of call 
of the British India steamers. Althoutb 
neglected by Quropcau merchants, in 1870 
it boasted a population of some 20,0(10, 
and native enterprise ba.s eroeted tliero 
some dozen stone dockn for tbe enliven- 
ienee of the sbippinir. When the House 
of Commons t^eli'ct oonnoittee recoinnn>nd. 
ed t!ie oonstriu-t ion of a railway down 
the lOnphratcH valley, with the view of 
-siiorteninj; the route to Iiuiia, Koweit 
-was to have been tbi' southern teriniiuis. 
But for tbe last thirty years the project 
has lieen alloweil to lapse and l.aii^'ilisb 
in obscurity, so Koweit has ri'iuaiiii'd un- 
visiled. l.ar^t year, hiiwever. a (ierinan 
emissary an'ived iind remained there for 
r;iune months, evidinitly iiaviiifr Ibi' way 
for the extension of the Oerinan railwa.v 
from Ba>,'ila<l to thi' sea. which we .arc! 
told Ims been practii'ally decided on. 
While we shoidd welcome tho eviilnnce 
of Teutonic eommercial enterprise. wo 
ouf.'ht not to ne^loi-t plain measures for 
the promotion of British trade, and tho 
appointment of a consular a).'ent. as soon 
an the British Iiuli.-i steamers can be In- 
diiceii to call at Koweit, would be a sen- 
sible and useful step.

She has mobilbsed her forces 
on tho Afghan frontier contiguous to 
Herat. She has conelmled a loan operu- 
Jiou with I'ersia, which, in the ojiiniou 
<if many well <iualibed to jud^'c, will make 
the latter ;i vasLsa! power of the former, 
4iU(l, Imil it not been for the Czar's per- 
sonal interpotsitiou, would have in all 
probabUity seized Herat by a coui> do 
main, thus |ire<-ipitaiing tbe long-fore- 
seen conllict for tbo jux^session of India. 
It woiUd not be fair to a.seribo thei^e de- 
signs to tbe Russian goverinuenl as a 
whole; it is rather the war party in St. 
I'otertiburg, at Tidis, in Turkestan and 
Traascaspia, who have bean so eager to 
avail theniselvce of the supposed dilllcul- 
tles of their rivals. But the history of 
Itussia's unchecked southward progres.s 
through Central Asia and in China shows 
us only too clearly that the military 
party have always had their way in the 
end, so it would be folly It we were to 
regard this luotnontary arrest of their 
plans as anything' else for us but a for- 
tunate breathing-tiuie for deciding on 
oar eouuter-poliey and luaiutaining our 
Eoiitern empire. 

. Looking, then, to tho position of af- 
fairs in Western .Asia, we are struck at 
onco with the growin;; inllv.eiice of (Jer- 
manj- in Asia Minor and Mesopotamia, 
especially in connection with her latest 
])rojeet for the prolongation of her c(Ui- 
teinplated railroad from Bagdad to the 
I'ersian Gulf. This important scheme,, 
bad it bappenod thirty years ago. would 
have aroused considerable excitement. 
At that titne England was deeply intor- 
estod in tho projects for building a rail- 
way from till' Syrian ctjast and down the 
valley of the Euphrates or Tigris to the 
bead of tbo I'ersian Gulf, and a select 
eonimittce of tbe House of Commons was 
appointed to exaniini' into tbe various 
projects ibcn put forward, and hear evi- 
<lcnce from exiiorts and authorities. Tho 
up.shot was that the assistance of tbe 
iTurkish government was enlisted, and 
that the earryiug out of the railway was 
Tecoramended, mainly, of course, with the 
object of sborteuing tho route to India. 
But nothing Avtui actually done, and, 
though various schemes have in tbe In- 
terval been brought forward and discuss- 
ed in the public press, there has been a 
strange and disr!reditahle apathy in con- 
structing a work that has been long and 
plainly demanded in tbo iiitoritst.s of com- 
moree and the Empire at largo. Now 
that Genua iiy has come forwanl with 
proposals for taking iip the work, what 
iri England's attitude to beV Is she to 
S-Ulk in an undignllied and dog-in-tb(»- 
mangor fashion. hecaH.se anotlier nation 
bus had greater foresight and enter])riso 
than hi'rselfV Tho coming railway will 
develop the fertile tracts of Mesopota- 
mia and pr(>vi<le an otitlot for the cereal 
and ininoral jirodiice of that region, and 
will to a certain extent add to German 
prestige luroiighoiit the' Asiatic domin- 
ions of till' Sultan. It is impossible to 
see wliat li'gitiiiiate objection our fol- 
io w-coiintryincn could entertain towards 
llie scheme, esiiecially when it will provide 
a (iiiickor alternative rontf from Europe 
to the Ea.st for the many tbouijands of

Gulf port of Bunder Abbas, and tl ask 
whether) tbe imxst recent railroail eon- 
cessiiui pressed for by Russian agents at 
Teheran did not posluhite a maritime 
outlet at Chahbar, on the coast of Per- 
sian Baluchit^iauV' 

Those remarks of the present luduin 
Viceroy -arc specially deserving of note 
at the present juncture, and i regard il 
as a nioiit fortunate cireuniistauce for In- 
dia that she is ruled by one who has 
been at such extraordinary pains to iniis- 
ter the neglected and nmch misunder- 
stood eJements of her foreign policy. He 
was ca^reful even at that time. Bight 
years ago, to draw attention to llussian 
Jesjgutj on Bunder Abbas aud Chahbar, 
and these are the very ports that the 
Sviet„.the Nevoye A'reuiya, ami the Ros- 
(Siyft are, now .insisting that tboir country 
ought to make for and occupy. Ac tbe 
same time Lord Curzou was uncompro- 
misingly clear as to how Great Britain 
should regard sncli encroachment. lie 
siys: 

"Such aggression could only be prose- 
cuted in the teeth of international moral- 
ity, in deliance of civilized opinion, and 
with tho ultimate certainty of a war 
with this country that would ring from 
pole to polo." 

A dictum like this, i-nuimitiug from one 
who, .since the death of Sir Hoary Raw- 
linsoii. is ci'rtaiiily, apart from his pres- 
ent high otllce, our greatest expert on 
the politics of our b'asteni empire, can- 
not but arrest iniineiliate lutoiition. It 
is bis deliberate and fearless opinion 
that such aggression ought to be treated 
bv EiLL-laiid as a casus belli, and it is 
imiiossibU' for those anxious for the wel- 
fare of our Asiatic dominions not to re- 
joice at su<-li plain speaking. The harm 
done bv thi' persistent silence of En- 
glish M'inisters k incalculable, as it en- 
courages our rivals to formulate ever-In- 
creasing pretensions and demands. Ilus- 
.■iia was not only allowed but actually 
ci\couraged thy England to occupy au ice- 
froe port in the Gulf of I'ochili. The 
conseiniences of that fateful invitation 
cannot as yet be measured, but hor des- 
cent to the shores of the Indian Gcean 
would be nothing else but a fatal wedge 
iiiti'riiosed between Egypt and Imlia, 
which in her own highest interests, and 
in the' interi'sts of the liHiidrcds of niil- 
lious coiuniitted to her proteetioii, Eng- 
land never could or would put up with. 

Where then is the dividing line between 
Russian and British iiitliience in Persia 
to he drawn? Here auain Lord (;nrzon 
fortunately loiiii's to our aid: 

"A line can lie drawn from Scistaii on 
till' east via Keriiiaii and Vezd to Ispa- 
han, and prolonged west to Burujird, 
Iliimadan, aud Kermanshab, south of 
which no hostile influence should be tol- 
erated." 

This delineation coincides with the lino 
.'ipproxinialoly traced by Sir Henry 
Driiinniond Wolff, who was for soiuo 
years our Ambassailor at Teheran; and 
"if, as generally iiiidei-stood, it is not con- 
trary to the coiiliiientinl understanding 
hilh'erto believed to sulisist between Rus- 
jiia ami (Jroat Britain, there is surely 
enough basis for the erection thereon of 
a sound ami lixeil internat'ouiil policy 
with ri'gard lo Persia. 

What then is to bo our future attitude 
towards Afghanistan V On this it is 
iieeilless to waste much siieculatioa. As 
to the Amir, there is no valid ground 
for impugning his loyalty to Great I'.rit- 
ain. He has had his clironic sipiabbles 
with tbe fori'igii departiiieiit of the gov- 
ernment of India, but, with the imper- 
fect in formation to band, it would be 
most unfair to adjudge him in the wrong 
throughout. Indian foreign policy has 
never heen eo conspicuously successful as 
to warrant us In inferring that our treat- 
ment of Abdurrahman has been all that 
is statesmanlike and enuitabii'. His last 
<Ioliveranee was made to Mr. Thomas 
Martin, tbe only roinaiiiing Englishman 
in Cabul, and to him the .Vmir frankly 
declared, a propos of tbe Transvaal, that 
lOiikdatid's troubh's were his troubles, her 
strength was his strength, and her weak- 
ness Ills weakness, for "are we not al- 
lies? England must rciiiciiiber that I 
am always toady to Jiglit for her on 
Ian, I. here or in India." It is all very 
well to talk of Oriental instability, but 
an allegiance that lias liiirin' the Icsi of 
l\\'enty years' i'xi)erience is no li);ht mat- 
ter, aiid in the face of facts nssiirancee 
Iik(> these must coiliit for soinelliing. 
While Abdurabiiiau is alive there is no 
strong likelihood of Russia plunging in- 
to hostilities, and our only course at iires- 
nnt is to strengthen our position in Bahi- 
cliistan and Persia, witbotit forcing the 
Amir's hand in bis own dominions. .\t 
till' same time if Lord ('iirzon. who is 
licrsonally known to tho ruler of .VfgliaU- 
islaii. coiild arrange to confer with hh''^' 
over tho general situation tho lUO'^'tj^iC 
could not fail to be opjiorlunc H'i^j fruit- 
ful.

tho support of so distinguished a writer 
as Captain A. T. Mabaii, of tho United 
States Navy. In bis articles "-The Prob-, 
lem of .Vsia," in the March and April 
numbers of Harper's Monthly Magazine, 
ho shows, in Iiis own chat aotoristie and 
logical way, how between the thirtieth 
and fortieth p;irailels of latitude in Asia 
then' lios_ a holt of groat physical and 
political importance.

end, but the roeont threatening activity, of 
Russia against Persia and Afghanistan 
may- be a blessipg in disguise in com- 
pelling the Britisk gorernmenl to take 
meaBurcs for securing her influence , in 
those regions. 

The befit and surest way to consolidate 
our Asiatic empire is to use the same 
moans that Ilu.ssi,i !■? using to unite her 
Western _ niid Eastern possessions. If 
Lord Salisbury is correct in saying that 
■Western policy in China ifi a policy of 
railways, tho same certainly holds good 
of Western Asiii.. Although" we are hap- 
pily the first naval power, it seems fool- 
ish, while other powers are busy consid- 
ering how to push their railroti'ds down 
to the sea, that Great Brit.iin should ro- 
solulely stand aloof and neglect similar 
enterprises, wliich are so vita! to the 
security of her scattered possiY^sion.s. The 
■reason of this aiiiitliy is partlv geogra- 
phical ignorance and "partlv the extraor- 
dinary dilllenlty of gettiiig"di(Terent pnb- 
lie deiiartments to work togethiT to- 
wards a joint umlertakiiig,

perience While the British public are in 
an anxious but indoterininatc frame of

<'harged with the duty of "cniisidcrinj; the

To a 
certain extent the Germ'ap line and Brit- 
ish lino from Egyjit. to B.isra may bo 
said to bo <-onipct;ng. lines in resiiect of 
trallic from and .to the Mediterrnnoau 
and Persian Gulf; but exporienco .shows 
that in great projects' of this sort tbe 
aimtuni bouclit is far greater than tho 
interference with .each other's trafhc. 
Moreover, it may be coufuleutly antici- 
pated that tho new .tfauK-Asiatie railway 
will attract a groat deal af traffic which 
would otherwise have passed 'OVerjS'the 
JluHsian tranB-Siberian line.

I am strongly iaclincd to tldnk that tbo 
institution of this new trade route (which 
after all may very possibly be nothing but 
a revival of an old one) is partly du(| to 
Lord Curzon, whoso strong geographical 
instincts have enabled bim to bring an 
export knowledge to tho solution of so 
many Indian problems. Anyhow, ho has 
piibiicly declared he will do all lie can to 
promote it. Tho two odicers who have 
been mainly concerned with tho organiza- 
tion of this now route arc Major .Svkes, 
our consul at Kornniii. and dipt. Webb 
Ware. At every stage betwooii Quetta 
and Robat, wbii:h is aliout halfway to tbo 
I'ersian frontier, the water supply ja 
now unlimited, and the trade routr^, as 
aligned, avoids all .sand. Between Quotta. 
and Niishki a good eaiiiol track has been

Jerome, is full of laughable anecdotes 
and adventures. It is told with all the 
author's inimicable drollery,, and isf a 
book eicnctly suited t'o ua idle 'summer 
day'a reading. Of plot, tboro is none; 
tho author simply relati's the adventures 
of three friends who make a tour of 
Germany on 'bicycles. It takes thorn 
some time to start; they have numhore 
of things to decide,' among them the 
everlasting luggage question. In regard 
to this, they always follow George's 
Uucle Podger's advice. 

"Always before beginning to pack," 
mv uncle would say, "make a lint." 
He was a methodical' man. 
"Take a piece of pajier" — he always 
began at the beginning — "put down on it 
everything you cau possibly require; then 
go over it aud aee that it contains noth- 
ing you can possibly do without. Im- 
agine yourself in bed; what have you got 
on? Very well, put it down— together 
with a change. You get up; what do you 
do'/ Wash yourself. What do yoii 
wash yourself with'/ Soap; put down 
soap, tio on till you have fintehe<l. Then 
take your clothets.

"I'"'our Months' Besieged,"' is an in- 
tensely interesting book,. It is the true 
story of Ladysniitli, and consists of un- 
published letter.s from II. 11. S. Poarse, 
tbo Daily News special correspondent, 
Tho ■author gives a very fine description 
of Sir Archibald Hunter's night attack 
as follows: 

"Sir Archibald Hunter kept the whole 
thing so secret that even his own aide- 
de-camp knew nothing until some time 
after dinner last night. Then he sent 
around ii brief message to Colonel Uoy- 
ston, coinnmndiug the volunteer forces of 
Natal, aud to Colonel Edwards, of tho 
Imperial Light Horse. In accordance 
with this order tli(> troops detailed got 
under arms very quietly, taking all tJie 
amuuinition they could carry, but leaving 
their borseti and cumbersome equipment 
in tbe lines,. Liord Ava happened to be 
a guest of tho Light Horse. Getting an 
inkling of the nij-sterious movement, he 
stole away to get a night free from gal- 
lopei-s' duties, shouldered a Lee-Enfiold, 
crainmed a bandolier full of cartridges, 
and eaino back it; time to join tho ranks 
before they marched ofl". 

It was thou past ten o'clock; tho cres- 
cent moon was sloping towards tho west 
boliind a bank of clouds, and in another 
hour the faint light would have gone, 
giving iilace to a gloom that makes trees, 
rough knolls, and deep dongas one shape- 
less black. (Joneral Hunter's instruc- 
tions were brief and simple, silence being 
the iiidiil most strongly insisted upon. 

".Notwithstaiuliiig the ditllculties of 
keeping touch acro.ss rough ^-rouiid, -jvliore 
silence was imposed, tho different do- 
taciiiiieiits, I'ach with a guide to lead it, 
marched so iiniotly that not a word was 
spoken, and all arrived at their proper 
posts in adniiriiblo order worthy of traiu- 
ed troops. That, however, hocame sonie- 
\yhat broken as tho ascent began, and 
little wonder, for the boulders, rounded 
and worn smooth by the storms of ages, 
were slippery to tread on, and occasion- 
ally a man's foot would become wedged 
between them in a deep cleft. Here aud 
there progress was extremely slow; aud 
the hill so steep that it had to ho climbed 
on hands nnd knees. The higher they 
climbed the worse it became, until one 
man describing his experiences said they 
were like a lot of lizards crawling up a 
rock. Halfway up the hill they had a 
narrow eric:ipo from stumbling on a Boer 
picket, 1"ho sentry heard if he did not 
see tho line of crouching figures that 
passed him like ghosts in tho darkness 
with steiltliy .sto^s that passed him like 
ghosts in the darkness with stealthy 
steps that must have sounded weird 
across the night's stillness. In a voice 
huskily vibrant, he challenged, "Wie kem 
dar'.'" Uetlin.u' no reply, he called again 
twice in louder unies. and then fired his 
rille at nothing in particular. Then the 
whole picket awakening and beginning to 
realize that danger w;i« no:ir, lot off a 
volley, and voiew v,-ore heard photiting to 
coniiades yu the ridge; "The English ;ire 
on ns, Hans, Carl shoot.' .V.few shots 
came from so close lo one Hunk of the 
Imperial Light Horse that IJoers must 
have been lying tbere aliiiust under the 
feet of our men. if they did not actually 
join the ranks for a time to escape de- 
tection. But a souud greeted tboir ears 
at thiit niomoiit, and knowing what it 
nio.mt, they scamiiered down the bill, not 
waiting to hear more. It was a ringing 
British cheer, followed by strident com- 
tuauds to 'Fix bayonets and give iho 
devils cold steel,' Begun by .Major Karri 
Davis, tho order ran along from the Im- 
perial Light Horse to Carboiieers, -wIki 
had not a bayonet among them, for ir- 
regular mounted infantry in this country 
do not carry such weapons, Bui they 
struck the butts of their rifli's on rocks, 
and nuiilo a great clatters as though pre- 
paring for a bayonet charge, and cheered 
again and again for a good deal more 
than their actual numbers, -while crags 
on each hand tossed tho shouts to and 
fro in a mighty tumult. This was appar- 
ently too much for the small number of 
Boers who hold the crest. Letting off 
bullets in rapid einsceesion until the maga- 
zines were exhausted, they turned and 
bolted, having hit onlv ten of our men, 
one of -whom, the tallest trooper in the 
Imperial Light Horse, was badly wound- 
ed. In proportion the guides (suffered 
mast, having four out of fourteen hit, 
noue very seriously. 

Halting- for a 'brief breathing space, 
now and again, at General Hunter's com- 
mand, thou following with all the speed 
they could iiiustor where lu' and his aido- 
de-canip. Major King, leil the Iiiipi'ri:il 
Light Horse on the left, tbo Carboiu ers 
on their right made a tinal dash fm- the 
steeliest elinili of all. and breathless, 
gaineil the ridge, to liml that the Hoers 
had left il, leaving not a man in defi'iice 
of the guns. The Imperial Light lloise 
captured all lliey did not destroy. 

"Mi'anwbile the right flank was sweep- 
ing rouiiil towards the iiiaiii liattery in 
expi'ctat ioii of iiieetiiig with some ri'sist- 
aiico from the gun's crew of 'Big Ben of 
Little Buhvaan." The weapon had, in 
virtue of similar qualifies, succeeded to 
"liOiig Tom's" record title, but did not 
live long to enjoy it. It -was poetical 
justice that Colonel Edwards and Major 
Karri Davis of the corps which Big Ben 
had shelled most porsistautly slioiild be 
first to lay hands on him and claim every 
part that "could bo taken away as a right- 
ful trophy for tho Imperial Light Horse, 
. . . As a precatitionary measure, in 
case tboro should bo any reverse, and 
with, the object also of cutting off any 
fugitive Boors who might fly panic-strick- 
en from Ciiii Hill, the LSth Hussars had 
gone I'.'irlier lo make u demonstration by 
way of Limit Hill, and destroy some 
Boer i-:tores. With chariicteristic faith in 
the luck that has favored bold cavalry 
entorpriset? so often, tbey pushed far for- 
ward and gairted some vhhiable informa- 
tion at "the risk ofheing out off, but for 
tunntely that did not happen.- Moan 
while, the 18th, Jiealous of the reputation 
they have won/'na isdsiints; atteinpted a 
movement' even niore hny-nrdons.
